BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

Currently, there is a pipette device shown in Fig. 13. As shown in this view, the 
pipette device has a magnet driving device for controlling to drive a magnetic source 
M and a holding body V. The magnetic source M having a magnet section and the 
holding body V having a holding section, are rotatably mounted in an up-down 
mechanism of the pipette device in such a manner that they can approach and go 
away from one another. 

When the up-down mechanism 0 moves vertically, as shown in Fig. 13, the 
magnetic source M and the holding body V move in obedience to movement of rollers 
R A R B of the up-down mechanism 0 so that they close in a way that they hold a tip
